Tho Custov Massacre. 


The celebration ot the tenth anniversa- 


ry of Iho Cusler massacre by a few of IU 
survivors took place ,1 uno i!5. The Sioux 
Chief ('mil went over the Held nml de- 
scribed Iho manner in which Cusler's 
command was duslroyed. Ho told his 
story with dignity and emotion, lie 
sulil: 


We BIW soldiers early in the morning 


crossing the divide. When Heno and 
Custer separated wo watched them until 
they came down into the valley. Tho 
cry was rallied llnil thu white soldiers 
were coming, und orders were given for 
tho vlllagu to move. Jleno swept down 
so r.ipldly upon the upper end Uiut Ihu 
Indians were forced to light. Silting 
Bull uud 1 were at the point where Heno 
attacked. Silting Hull was the big med- 
icine man. Tha women and children 
wero haslily moved down Iho stream 
where the Cheyennes were encamped. 
The Sioux tillacked Hcno and tho Chey- 
cnnes Cluster, and then all became mix- 
ed up. Tiie women and children caughl 
horses for tho bucks to mount, and the 
bucks mounted aud charged back on 
Kano, o'locktjd him auddrovehlm Into 11:0 
timber. Tho soldiers tied their horses U) 
trees and came oul nud foughl on fool. 
As soon its Reno was beaten and driven 
back across thu river, the whole force 
lunicd on Cusler and fought him until 
they destroyed him, Cusler did not 
reach Iho river, but was mot half a mile 
up Ihe ravine now called Heno Creek. 
They foughl Ihe soldiers, and beat Ihem 
back step by step until ail were killed." 


Ono of HOMO'S olllcers conlh-ms tills, 


saying: "It was probably during the In- 
terval of quiet ou Heno's part tlmt the 
Indians massed on Ouster xndannlhiliil- 
ed him," Gall continued : "The In- 
dians run out of ammunition and then 
used arrows, They fired from behind 
llielr horses. Tlio soldiers got their 
shells stuck In the guns and hail lo throw 
Ilium away. Then they fought with 
their little guns [pistols]. Tho Indians 
were in couples behind and iu front of 
Custer as ho moved up the rldgo, aud 
were us many as Die grass on Ihe plains. 
Tho first two companies fKcogh's and 
Culhoun'a] dismounted and fought on 
fool. They never broke, but retired step 
by step until forced back lo the ridge 
upon which all linally died. They were 
shot down In line where they stood. 


"Kcogh's company rallied and were all 


killed In a bunch. 
|Thls slulcme.nl 


seems borne oul by facts, as !1S bodies of 
Keogh's troopers were found piled In a 
heap.] 
The warrior* directed a special 


lire against tho troopers who held the, 
horses, and us soon as a holder was kill- 
ed, by waving blankets and great bhout- 
Ing, Iho horses were stampeded, which 
made II Impossible for llie soldiers to es- 
cape. The soldiers foughl denperulcly 
and hard and never surrendered. They 
fought slundlng ulung in line on Ihe 
right. As fust as the men fell the horses 
were herded and driven toward the 
»<|uawsund oldmeu, who gathered them 
up.
